It was also before the grand jury, 
President Whlffen of the city council 
having been 
summoned 
before 
that 
body to state, presumably, what the 
city is doing about securing a plant 
that will make possible the elimina­ 
tion of the hog ranches at Durbln. 


C. IX Crouch, who has contracted 
to erect a reduction plant and pay the 
city SI cents per ton for garbage, was 
before the board and stated that it 
will take from eight to ten months to 
get the plant In operation, but that 
all the machinery will be here within 
six months, and that his concern will 
be prepared to handle every 
pound 
of city garbage when it comes to the 
plant. 


The V. D. Reduction 
Company, 
which now handles the garbage for 
hog 
feed, 
insists, however, 
that ' t 
must be given ample 
time 
within 
which to dispose of its swine without 
loss, and asks for eight months no­ 
tification before the city delivers gar­ 
bage to the new plant. 


The proposal made was that the full 
eight months notice Bhould be given, 
and that when the new plant starts 
up it be given one-third of the gar­ 
bage the first month, two-thirds the 
second 
month, and thus its plant 
would not be overtaxed to start with, 
and the hog ranchers could maintain 
hogs sufficient to handle the remain­ 
der.

CROP IS PLACED AT TWENTY PER CENT 


Secretary Robert H. Neely, of the 
La Puente Valley Walnut Growers' As­ 
sociation, made a statement this week 
about the damage done by the hot 
wave a few days ago. Neely has gone 
into the matter very carefully. 
He 
says that the consensus of opinion 
among the walnut ranchers in this 
valley is that the damage will not ex­ 
ceed five per cent. 


The 
California 
Walnut 
Growers' 
Association has Just issued a bulletin 
o n the condition of the walnut crop. 
It is as follows: 


Many dealers in California walnuts 
have 
been 
making inquiry 
recently 
regarding the damage to our crop 
caused by the unprecedented hot wave 
t h a t , visited 
Southern 
California on 
September 16th and 17th. We wish to 
advise all our friends in this circular 
of the exact conditions as we now 
find them out here after a thorough 
and 
exhaustive 
examination of the 
damage. 


During the hot blast, the thermom­ 
eter registered from 102 degrees to 
116 degrees in the shade in the prin­ 
cipal walnut producing sections of the 
state. 
This 
certainly 
curtailed the 
output of strictly first class California 
walnuts to the extent of about 20 per 
cent Fortunately, however, the kernel 
and the shell of the nuts were too 
far advanced to be much damaged by 
the heat, practically the only damage 
done resulting from the husk or skin 
• of the walnut, which is always re­ 
moved in harvesting, sticking to and 
adhering to a portion of the shell of 
the walnut, thus leaving a black spot 
on the shell and in many instances 
causing the meats or kernels to be­ 
come amber colored. 
We desire to 
have our trade thoroughly understand 
that these discolored nuts will be care- 


' fully culled out of our first 
grades 
and that everything shipped under our 
regular Diamond brand will bo abso 
lutely first class. The California Wal­ 
nut 
Growers' 
Association 
last 
year 


caused all of its member associations 
to adopt uniform graders and will this 
year closely supervise the grading and 
packing of the output of the various 
associations and expect to make our 
Diamond brand this season the stand­ 
ard of high quality, and' while other 
shippers who may not be so particular 
in their packing, will doubtless under­ 
sell us, we believe our Diamond Brand 
nuts will be a better buy even at a 
moderate differential in price. 
There 
are different grades of eggs, of flour, 
of coffee. 
W e want to advise you 
that there are different grades of wal­ 
nuts also. 


The stained shell nuts will be put 
out by Us under a new brand known 
as the "Ruby" brand and will be of­ 
fered a t ' a lower price. We believe 
these goods will crack up well, and 
outside of the small 
stain 
on the" 
shells, will be a first-class nut. 


Our revised estimates of the 
1 9 1 3 
California walnut crop are between 


1 2 , 0 0 0 
and 
1 2 , 5 0 0 
tons, 
of 
which 
about 
2 0 0 0 tonB will be stained nuts, 
and balance of 1 0 , 0 0 0 to 
1 0 , 5 0 0 tons 
will make a 
first-class 
article. 
(In 
some of our circulars of September 2 
there was a typographical error giving 
the 1 9 1 2 tonnage as 1 2 , 5 0 0 tons.) How­ 
ever, it should be remembered 
that 
during September, 
1 9 1 2 , about ipOO 
tons of old crop California 
walnuts 
were sold and considerable of the old 
crop of French walnuts were shipped 
In. Then too, the markets of the coun­ 
try were clean of nuts. This year the 
crop of old nuts, both foreign and 
domestic, is closely cleaned up. The 
California output of first grades will 
be less than in 1 9 1 2 , 
and Indications 
are that the crop of unshelled walnuts 
in Bordeaux, France, the principal for­ 
eign walnut producing district, will be 
about 5 per cent lighter than 
their 
short crop of last year, which was 
about 1 0 , 5 0 0 tons, or 6 0 per cent of 
normal; although the Grenoble district 
will have a bumper crop of about 
3 0 0 0 
tons.

English walnuts during the coming 
year will be higher in price than for 
a decade or more. 
This has been de­ 
cided by the Southern California Wal­ 
nut 
Growers' 
Association, 
which 
virtually fixes the price of the product 
for the American market. Incidentally 
the growers of this section, at the 
price to be asked, wiir realize about 
three and one-half million dollars for 
this season's crop. 


The walnut prices, the highest since 
the beginning of the walnut growing 
Industry in Southern California, were 
officially fixed by the organization of 
the 
walnut men last Saturday, and 
formally announced by Calvin Thorpe, 
secretary and manager of the associa­ 
tion, yesterday. 
These prices are as 
follows:

Budded walnuts, 1 9 cents; number 1, 
soft shell, 1 6 cents; number 2 , soft 
shell, 1 1 % 
cents. Last year the prices 
were:

are the wholesale prices for carload 
lots, f. o. b., California. 


FACTORS IN PRICE-FIXIN'C. 


In fixing the prices, the members of 
the association took into consideration 
the following highly interesting facts, 
the result of the work of investigation 
of America's foremost walnut experts: 


The supply of walnuts in the mar­ 
kets of the world is cleaned up, prac­ 
tically, for the first time ln> recent 
years. 


The total visible supply, estimated, 
of the world for the coming year is

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' Will Saloons Come To Covina? , , 


• "Whnn a town gets about a certain size, it votes out the saloons. 
It stays dry rfor a period of years, with perhaps spasmodic returns 
to a wet year, but as long as it is in the medium elassof small Amer­ 
ican towns, it stays dry. Why? 
1 


1 It is because the business man in a small country town is possess- j 
ed with a determination to succeed and make money.' He wants the 
town dry in order that workmen will spend money for dry-goods 
instead of wet goods. Jf they buy houses on the installment plan, 
they won't have money to spend for beer, nor time to sit and drink 
it. The small merchant in the small country town, is the one who 
regulates the liquor traffic. 


But when a town gets beyond a certain size, so that it attracts 
a diversified business, it often swings back to license again. The 
American town of ten thousand inhabitants is generally a dry town. 
The town of seven hundred inhabitants is liable to have a saloon for 
every fifty people in the town. The town of fifty thousand inhabit­ 
ants has its saloon well established, and voting on the question is 
merely a matter of habit. The city of such a size generally goes wet. 
Indeed, the question in most cities of such size is never submitted to 
the people. 


People think much more intelligently and intensely on this sub­ 
ject of liquor-selling than they did in the last century. The fight 
against the sale of liquor is growing more bitter every year. The 
business man who wants to trust his employes is certainly- in favor 
of a closed city, and he works hard to keep the saloons out, providing 
it is not a large city. If it is a large city, the business man as a rule 
votes for license, on the grounds that a city of considerable size can­ 
not be without saloons and prosper. 


But while (he fight goes on, we watch the figures that come from 
Ihe United States infernal revenue office. You will see statements 
by temperance workers to the effect that the saloons in America arc 
being abolished at the rate of a mile a day. And so they are in 
certain districts. But the great cities continue to increase in the sale 
of liquor. For the fiscal year of 1013, the internal revenue returns 
for liquor arc $309,478,000. 
This was $16,500)000 greater "than in 


1912. 
The revenue from malt and spirituous liquors increases every 
year in the United States, showing, of course, that the consumption 
of liquor is increasing in the aggregate. 


But it is the great cities that increase this revenue. If we could 
keep our groups of people at no'more than ten thousand people, the 
liquor question, like many other evils, would solve itself as it now 
docs in smaJl-sized towns. 


Covina will never vote for open saloons as long as it remains 
in the small-city class. 
When it acquires factories,'diversified busi­ 
ness, and a population over ten thousand, it will then be in the dan­ 
ger zone, so far as the liquor question is concerned. 
Gardner, of 
Massachusetts, is making a campaign for governor on the question 
of relieving the congestion of great cities by compelling city authori­ 
ties to allot a given space to each person living within the city. He 
might read down the line of internal revenue returns from the Ameri­ 
can cities and towns, and find a good argument for keeping a city 
from going over the ten thousand mark. 


Citrus Avenue Lights. 


By all means, let's have a new system of lights on Citrus avenue. 
The street needs it. 


But, before we install those lights, let's get a line on the expense 
of maintenance, as it looks as if this was the biggest end of the 
stick. 
Ornamental lights, such as are being put in on Center street^ 
cost more to maintain with juice than do the large, uncovered tung­ 
stens. If we put, in ornamental lights on Citrus avenue, the monthly 
bill for juice is liable to scare us half to death. 


There are simple syslems, however, that in reality answer the 
purpose as well. A large tungsten, hung in the middle of the street,' 
gives as much light as three of the ornamental globes. And with' 
several of these large tungstens in each block, the principal street 
would be brilliantly lighted. 
Ornamental lights are very pretty, 
but they arts also very costly, both to install and to maintain.

Government scientists are somewhat 
worried over the appearance in South­ 
ern California of the avocade weevil 
(heilipus lauri) which apparently has 
immigrated from Mexico. 
It is not 
yet known whether the avocadoeB of 
Central America, the West Indies and 
Hawaii are infested. 
Apparently the 
insect has not yet reached Florida. 


The borer works in the seed of the 
avocado, and may 
live there for 
a 
year or more. 
In fact, he has been 
found in the cotyledons of plants two 
or three feet high. 
Experiments are 
under way with a view to finding the 
best means of eradication in the seeds, 
and it is probable that this result can 
eventually 
be 
achieved 
by 
fumiga­ 
tion. 


In 'tb^e meantime, j Importation 
of 
avocado seeds from Mexico for nur­ 
sery purposes, is .entirely 
suspended, 
by an order of the Federal Board of 
Horticulture, 
and 
it 
is 
within 
the 
bounds of r possibility that the impor­ 
tation of fruits as well, will be stopped 
in all parts of the United States. This 
would shut off the considerable trade 
in avocados from Cuba 
(shipped 
to 
New York) and from Central America 
(shipped to New Orleans) If those re­ 
gions are found to possess the weevil. 


The Federal Board of Horticulture, 
Washington, D. C , has set November 
18 as the date for a hearing on the 
subject, and, at that time will consider 
the question of quarantine and 
the 
proper limitation of seed 
shipments 
in all its phases. 
At present, most of 
the board members seem to feel that 
It will be possible to establish a quar­ 
antine area somewhere in 
Southern 
California, 
in 
which 
avocado 
seeds 
can be germinated, and the plants re­ 
moved after they are old enough to 
ensure that danger from the weevil is 
past. 
This method has been followed 
in the case of the date palm scale, 
with 
fairly 
satisfactory 
results. 
In 
the meantime, all 
Californians 
who 
have interests that will be rffected by 
further 
regulations of the board 
in 
this respect, or who have information 
or ideas as to the proper way of deal­ 
ing with the weevil, should communi­ 
cate with the board, if they cannot be 
present at the,hearing. 


Fortunately, 
the avocado 
industry 
has made such a good start in South­ 
ern California now that it would con­ 
tinue, to develop, even If all outside 
help were stopped, although its de­ 
velopment would naturally bo much 
slower 
than 
if 
nurserymen 
are 
al­ 
lowed to import seed from 
Mexico's 
highlands, on which to bud the choic­ 
est local varieties, as they now do. 


In this connection, it is worth not­ 
ing that since the embargo on ship­ 
ments 
from 
Florida 
was 
raised, 
a 
considerable number of budded trees 
of Florida varieties has been brought 
Into this state. 
In most cases 
the 
Trapp is the one chosen, buyers seem­ 
ing' to think that because It Is valu­ 
able commercially in Florida's semi- 
tropical climate, it will ho valuable 
under the totally different 
conditions 
of California. 
Experts of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture are sounding the 
alarm on this point, and declare with­ 
out reservation that the planting of 
Florida varieties In California, with a 
view 
to 
commercial 
production 
of 
fruit, is hazardous. 
Not un« Florida 
tree has ever fruited 
in 
California, 
and it Is doubtful if they can do so 
in ordinary locations. 
In any event, 
all the information now available in­ 
dicates 
that 
the 
Trapp 
and 
other 
Florida varieties are quite 
unsulted 
to California conditions. 
More
